One of the important points about State Socialism which 
many persons overlook is that it can neither back up nor 
stand still. 
Socialism (and Com m unism ) are not policies; 
they 
are 


p r o g r a m s . 
That is what makes them different from other polit­ 
ical parties, such as Republican and Dem ocratic—-or Prohibition, 
Single Tax. etc., etc. 
G reat Britain is beginning to find this out. 
M uch of what W inston Churchill warned about before the 
Labor Party victory there is beginning to come true. 
Churchill charged that attempts to Socialize and Nationalize 
England would release stresses and pressures which would drive 
the country unfailingly down a path of growing "co n tro l"; until 
no m an’s freedom would survive. 
This was disputed. The Socialists insisted they were plan 
ning only a "m oderate" program. They were going to buy up 
the Bank of England, on the theory the country’s finances were 
so involved no other step would be practical (an d on the theory 
also that this gave them m erely the equivalent of our Federal 
Reserve Banking system ). 
Th ey would take over also the British coal industry, which 
has been dying on its feet for a generation. Som e other heavy 
industries might have to be nationalized also. But the accusation 
that all major and most minor businesses would 
follow suit, 
including transportation and farming, were gently ridiculed aftei 
the English manner. 
Nationalization of land itself, it was stated specifically, would 
not even be considered during the five-year tenure of the present 
government. 
But whether there was deliberate deception by such speakers. 
or whether they have been caught in forces that m ove faster and 
farther than expected, already efforts are being made to nation­ 
alize both transportation and farming. 
A s might be foreseen, these are meeting violent opposition
